Against Fierce Sierra Snowstorms 


yx all the history of Southern Pacific, 
there have been few months like 
January 1952, when California was 
whipped by a serics of violent storms 
that for a time threatened to isolate the 
State. 

Our lines were battered by rushing 
water and dirt slides at several places, 
but the hardest hit point was in the high 
Sierra, where one of the heaviest concen- 
trated snowfalls in the memory of the 
oldest residents covered long stretches 
of the railroad and smothered the high- 
ways completely. 

Sierra snowstorms are nothing new 
to the SP men of the Sacramento Divi- 
sion. Every winter they face the ele- 
meats with highpowered equipment and 
keep the tracks clear over the mile-and- 
a-half-high mountains, But this was no 
ordinary winter. On January 16, over 18 
feet of snow was measured at Norden, 
and it was deeper in drifts. 

On January 13, when the snow began 
piling up in earnest, our crack stream- 
liner, “City of San Francisco,” was 
threading its way westbound on the 
down-grade out of the mountains. Fif- 
teen miles west of Norden, at Yuba Gap, 
a small snow slide covered the tracks 
ahead of the train, and the streamliner 
came to a halt. 

Three days later, when the passengers 
were finally removed from the “City,” 
there still remained the task of freeing 
the snowbound streamliner and four 
rotary snow plows that had aided in the 
rescue work until they had stalled with-

on one of these, Rolland R. Raymond, 
lost his life in a snowslide. 

Southern Pacific put every available 
piece of snow-fighting equipment to the 
task of reaching the train, including 
the first implements ever used in fight- 
ing the Sierra snow, picks and shovels. 
It was with these that hardy and loyal 
Mexican extra gangs dug their way to 
the stalled train, packing coal and food 
supplies. One “City” passenger later 
said: “In the middle of the night, in 
the middle of a howling blizzard, those 
men were out there singing while they 
shoveled snow away from the windows. 
It’s impossible to describe how good 
they made us feel!” What these men 
did was typical of the spirit with which 
every SP man tackled his job. 

While there was one doctor among 
the train passengers, as an added pre- 
caution SP sent in three more. One ar- 
rived by dog sled from Norden; another 
eame up on the work train from Colfax, 
and the third came by Coast Guard 
helicopter but was able only to drop 
supplies, 

On January 16, the snowfall suddenly 
stopped and the day dawned hright and 
clear. During the preceding night 
MofW forces and rotary plow crews 
were clearing the track from Colfax to 
Emigrant Gap to make way for a relie* 
train that proceeded to within four mile. 
of the stalled streamliner. From ther. 
the State Highway Department hac 
opened a stretch of Highway 40 to a 
point close to the “City.” The passen- 
gers were brought out by automobile, 
and by nightfall of January 16, all of 
the 196 passengers and 30 crewmen of 
the “City of San Francisco” were on

Among them were those shown on 
this page: the Army and Pacific 
Gas & Electric Company (above), 
the Coast Guard (left), Pacific 
Telephone & Telegraph Company 
(lower left), whose equipment is 
shown at the scene of the snow-

board the relief train heading for San 
Francisco, “Operation Rescue” was com- 
pleted. 

But “Operation Dig Out” was just 
beginning. Three days of nearly ‘round 
the clock effort by powerful equipment 
and some 300 men were necessary to 
free the “City of San Francisco” and dig 
out the snow-fighting equipment and 
locomotives stalled around it. The train 
was brought to Oakland and the Pull- 
man Company shops at Richmond for 
servicing. 

But up in the Sierra, the men of the 
Sacramento Division are still fighting 
snow, keeping the tracks clear on one 
of California’s most important links with 
the nation.

Taught Civil Defense 


f{MPLOYES at the Portland Union 
Station are taking their civil de- 
fense training seriously, according to 
Howard Bailey, Portland Division Bulle- 
tin reporter. A very efficient organiza- 
tion has been formed with employes 
assigned as floor and stairway wardens 
and to man fire hoses. Those assigned 
to these important posts realize that in 
the event of an actual emergency their 
actions may result in the saving of lives. 


The American Red Cross has fur- 
nished sufficient instructors to hold a 
first aid class each night of the week. 
Approximately 250 men and women are 
now enrolled or have completed the 11- 
week course. 

All have been drilled in the steps to 
take should an air alert sound while 
they are at work. At the first scream of 
the warning siren the wardens rush to 
their assigned posts at stairways and 
fire hoses. In the event of a bombing 
or fire the people will immediately evac- 
uate the building taking prescribed 
routes. Assistant Trainmaster E. D. 
“Doc” May, chief air raid warden at 
the station, has held practiec alerts and

can be evacuated in two minutes. Should 
the worst happen, Portland Union Sta- 
tion personnel will be prepared.

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1951 SAFETY RECORD: SOME GOOD, SOME BAD

iB the year just passed it became ap- 
| parent that we must strengthen our 
Safety program among train, engine and 
yard forces. While all other groups had 
accident ratios averaging well below 4.0 
per million man hours, this group aver- 
aged 24. 


While that average was considerably 
higher than the others, it is encourag- 
ing nevertheless to note there were many 
yards and many road foremen’s and 
trainmasters’ districts where accidents 
were virtually unknown. Because of 
this we are confident that in 1952 and 
ensuing years we will materially reduce 
the accident frequency among train, en- 
gine and yard employes. 

Fatalities for 1951 reached the total 
of 13 as against 12 for 1950. Of the 13, 
however, three were entirely beyond the 
possible control of our railroad person- 
nel. Two men were killed by a falling 
tree during a heavy storm, and a third 
was shot accidentally by a boy with a 
rifle. In this category, therefore, we can 
feel we are making progress reducing 
avoidable fatalities which, in 1951, num- 


bered Jess than half the number in 1947. 
At the same time, of course, it leaves 
us sad to think that 13 of our fellow 
workers will not be with us in 1952. 

In general, we are not proud of our 
1951 record and could never be satis- 
fied as long as accidents occur. But 
we are improving steadily, and with the 
experience gained in 1951 and years 
past, plus the increasing safety con- 
sciousness of our Southern Pacific fam- 
ily, we are certain that 1952 will prove 
to be the best year in our railroad’s his- 
tory. 

We of the Safety Department are sin- 
cerely grateful for the cooperation given 
by officers, employes and the railroad 
brotherhoods in carrying out our pro- 
gram which means so much to every 
man and woman of our railroad.

An engineer suffered a severely 
bruised hand and caused $600 worth 
of damage when he moved his en- 
gine foul of a lead. with the switch 
lined against him, At the same time 
another engine on the track for which 
the switch was lined kicked a car 
down toward the engine standing 
foul, resulting in a side collision be- 
tween car and engine. A case of 
equipment damage and a persenal 
injury that never should have hap- 
pened. 
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Not a single injury was reported 
by yards in Groups 3, 4 and 5.

Theodore Wright Named 
Assistant To President 


APPOINTMENT of Theodore Wright 
as assistant to the president of 
Southern Pacific Company was an- 
nounced January 1 by President D. J. 
Russell. R, R. Cheever succeeds Wright 
as office manager, President’s Office, and 
C. A. Ryan succeeds Cheever as chicf 
clerk. 

Wright joined the Southern Pacific 
organization at Los Angeles in 1911 as 
a clerk with Pacific Electric Railway. 
After serving with the Navy in World 
War I, he went to the Southern Pacific 
General Office in San Francisco in 1919, 
as secretary to the vice-president. Shortly 
afterward he was named secretary to 
William Sproule, then president of the 
railroad. He became office manager in 
ihe Executive Department in 1929, and 
assistant secretary of the Company in 
1944, 

Cheever also started his career with 
Pacific Electric, going to work in 1906 
as stenographer and clerk. While in 
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Los Angeles, he held various secre- 
tarial positions, including executive scc- 
retary to the vice-president, before be- 
coming chief clerk. In February, 1920, 
he came to San Francisco as secretary 
to President William Sproule, was ap- 
pointed assistant chief clerk to the presi- 
dent in 1926 and chief clerk in 1929. 

Ryan started with SP in 1918 as a 
messenger in the Superintendent’s Of- 
fice at Sacramento. After holding cleri- 
cal and secretarial positions on various 
divisions and in the Operating Depart- 
ment in SF, he transferred to the Ex- 
ecutive Department in 1926. He filled 
various clerical positions there until 
1948, when he was made assistant chief 
clerk, 


New Style Tickets 
To Be In Use Soon 


EFORE the increased summer pas- 

senger traffic begins this year, SP 
expects to be using a streamlined new 
ticket in book form that will greatly sim- 
plify ticket preparation and use. In place 
of 348 separate interline and local forms 
the Company will use only 13 forms un- 
der the new system. No matter where 
the passenger is going by rail or how 
many transfers he makes, all of his ticket 
can be stapled into a single book about 
the size of a dollar bill. 

The SP ticket form books were de- 
signed by Assistant General Baggage 
Agent Elmer Lewis, under the direction 
of E. F, Philbrick, special assistant, Sys- 
tem Passenger Traffic. As the new style 
ticket forms are distributed a force un- 
der ‘the direction of Chief of Ticket 
Stock Clinton Anderson will visit Pa- 
cific Lines agencies to give instruction 
in their preparation.

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Some Do’s and Don’t’s on 


Selling Salvage 


URING a recent tour of Southern 

Pacific System, F. P. Breen, super- 
visor of salvage sales, found that most 
freight agents are cooperating fully in 
the prompt disposition of salvage. 

Whenever freight is moved from one 
point to another, regardless of the type 
of carrier, there is a possibility of dam- 
age. When damage occurs, Breen em- 
phasizes, the carrier should handle the 
merchandise in a way that will mini- 
mize the loss to the Company as much 
as possible, Freight agents, by prompt 
and efficient attention to the problems 
invelved when freight is damaged, can 
save the Company money and minimize 
customer dissatisfaction. 

When a consignee reports that a ship- 
nent is damaged, the agent should at- 
tempt 1o make a reasonable cash settle- 
ment for the amount of the damage, as 
provided in Freight Claim Department 
Circular No. 3, which also provides for 
disposal of perishable salvage and re- 
fused and unclaimed freight. If the 
consignee refuses to accept the freight 
and a settlement, the agent should then 
attempt to sell the freight locally, with 
a fair discount to compensate for the 
damage. Agents are authorized to sell 
all non-perishable freight except wines, 
liquors and foodstuffs, subject to regu- 
lations in Freight Claim and Accounting 
Department Circulars. 

When selling salvage freight, agents 
should strive to obtain the highest pos- 
sible return, since contrary to popular 
belicf, all freight claim payments are 
not covered by insurance. When dam- 
aged freight is of a highly specialized 
nature having a very limited use, or is 
only an ingredient used in the manu- 
facture of some product, every effort 
should be made to have the consignee 
accept the shipment with a discount 
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for damages. Leaking cans of paint or 
oil should be sold immediately when- 
ever possible, since shipment to the 
salvage warehouse will very likely cause 
damage to additional freight. 

In any case, whenever it is possible, 
agents should sell salvage on their home 
ground, since additional costs are in- 
curred by shipping damaged freight to 
the salvage warehouse, No sales are per- 
mitted, however, to Company personnel 
either directly or indirectly. 

The whole-hearted support being 
given to this problem by SP agents is 
an important part of the many efforts 
being made to reduce claim payments. 


The first freight cars built for ser- 
vice in New England were just large 
enough to carry two hogsheads of mo- 
lasses, The sanity of a director of the 
railroad extending westward from Bos- 
ton was seriously questioned when he 
ventured a prediction that eventually 
at least 85 cars of that type alone would 
be needed for service on the line. When 
longer cars were introduced on the 
railroad, cach car was given two num- 
bers—one for each end—to enable train 
service employes and freight handlers 
to locate shipments readily.

Elizabeth Curry, in Car Service Bu- 
reau in Portland, Oregon, has the right 
idea. She likes to serve suppers that 
are quick and easy to do; easy on the 
budget, too. Following is her “Meal in 
One” that’s a dandy. 

Meal in One Dish: Mix together 
1% Ibs. ground beef, 5 or 6 crackers, 
crushed; 1 egg; 1 small onion, chopped; 
1 clove garlic, chopped fine; 1 teasp. 
(or more) chopped green pepper, if you 
have it, and salt and pepper. Make the 
meat into small balls (about the size 
of golf balls). Roll them in uncooked 
rice {about a cup of rice will be 
needed). Put them carefully into a 
casserole, pour over them a can of 
tomato sauce and a can of water. Cover 
and bake at 350° (moderate) for an 
hour, or until rice is done. Enough for 
5 or 6.

String Beans Delicious: Put the 
following ingredients into a large sauce-

pan, cover tightly, and simmer over low 
heat for at least 45 minutes: 
2 ibs. fresh beans (cut in pieces} 
4g Ib. fresh mushrooms 

146 teasp. salt 

% teasp. sugar 

1 tablesp. butter or margarine 
% cup water 

1 eup diced onions 

Before serving, heat 44 cup cream or 
top milk and add to beans. Serves 6 to 8. 

Note to young cooks: Note that 
Louise says to simmer these beans. That 
means keep the heat really low. Don’t 
fet them burn! 

The other recipe contributed by Mrs. 
S. is for an appetizer which she calls 
“Baby Pizza.” Sometimes she serves 
these as appetizers; sometimes with a 
salad for a luncheon. They can be fixed 
in advance, ready to put into a hot oven 
10 min. before serving time. 

Baby Pizza: Cut three English muf- 
fins in halves. Brush cut surfaces with 
olive oil or soft butter. Next spread on a 
thin coating of anchovy paste, then a 
layer of tomato sauce or tomato paste. 
Over each prepared muffin lay slivers of 
salami, sliced stuffed olives, and chopped 
mushrooms. On ihe very top lay slices 
of American cheese. Bake in a 350° 
oven for 10 min. Cut each muffin half 
into 4 or 6 pieces and serve very hot. 
Very good!
